Of the five new buses ordered 
by the Saskatchewan Transporta- 
tion Company early this spring, 
three have been delivered and the 
remainder are expected to. be 
a@vailable shortly, W. W. Flynn, 
general manager of the company 
eaid, 

The new buses are 87 passenger 
Western Flyer “Canucks” manu- 
factured by the Western Flyer 
Coach Limited, Winnipeg. They are 
built to,the rigid specifications of 
the STC and designed to meet 
Prairie operating conditions. The 
“Canucks” are powered by a Gen- 
eral Motors diesel engine mounted 
fin the rear of the vehicle to give 
less noise and vibration and thus 
provide greater riding comfort to 
passengers. Rear mounting of the 
engine.also allows for easier main- 
tenance and a reduction in main- 
tenance costs, 

One of the buses yet to be de-
